$200M in state next year

With state and local agreements in 
place, Foxconn Technology Group is 
poised to move forward quickly on its 
plans for Wisconsin, beginning with an 
assembly-only operation expected to 
generate billions of dollars in sales even 
before the company’s massive manu- 
facturing plant in Racine County is built 
and running.
